Through  Community  eased  ChHd  Abuse  Prevention  [CBCAP}  federal  funding,  the  Children's  Trust 
Fund  works  with  communities  to  Implement  a  collaborative  and  integrated  system /model  for 
delivering  health,  family  support  and  social  services  to  children  and  families  to  build  protective 
factors,  reduce  costs  and  minimize  duplication  of  services.
